BULBS AND FLOWERING 

ROOTS FOR FALL PLANTING 


One of the most pleasing and inexpensive pastimes that can be indulged in, one equally interesting and 
instructive to young or old, is the cultivation of bulbous roots, either in the garden, greenhouses or sitting- 
room. For indoor blooming, either in pots or glasses, the Hyacinth and Tulip deservedly hold first place. 
Furnishing a wealth of bright-colored bloom, of delicious fragrance, throughout the dreary winter months, 
their presence adds a brightness to the home that is simply charming. The outdoor display, so captivating in 
early spring, never fails to excite enthusiasm. The tiny Snowdrop, the modest Crocus, the dainty Daffodil, 
the brilliant Tulip, as they pass in succession with advancing spring, mantle our gardens with prismatic 
colorings, rarely equaled. 

CULTURE IN GLASSES.—The best single varieties of Hyacinths should be selected for this mode of culture Use 
soft water, adding a little charcoal to keep it pure; fill the glasses so that the base of the bulb will just come in contact with 
the water. Keep in a dark, cool place until the roots are about six inches long, after which expose gradually to the light and 
air. Add water occasionally as it evaporates, and should it become impure, change, being careful to avoid injury to the roots 
Amaryllis Formosissima and many varieties of Narcissus can be successfully grown in water. 


CULTURE IN POTS.— Select solid heavy bulbs, and plant in rich sandy loam, using for Hyacinths a five or six inch 
pot for each bulb, and inserting the bulb, so that the top is just level with the surface. Water thoroughly and bury in the 
open ground to a depth of six inches for several weeks. After this they can be removed to a light and warm location, where 
they will soon flower. By bringing in a few pots at a time, about two weeks apart, a succession of bloom may be had. 

CULTURE IN THE GARDEN. —To secure good results, planting should be done early in the fall, say from October 
until November; bulbs do well in ordinary soil, and should be planted from three to four inches below the surface, according 
to the variety and size of the bulb; protect with a light coating of manure, to regulate temperature. In making your bulb 
bed, secure a sunny exposure, if possible — the results will be much more satisfactory. 

BULBS BY MAIL. Do not neglect to add postage, as indicated, when bulbs arc ordered by mail, otherwise we will 
be obliged to reduce the quantity sufficiently to cover the cost of mailing. Some few varieties are mailed free at single and 
dozen rates, but these are so noted. Large quantities go by express or freight, according to instructions. 

REMITTANCES.— Remittances may be made at our risk by Bank Draft, Post Office Money Order, Express Order 
or Registered Letter. Small amounts may be sent by ordinary mail, and postage stamps can always be used by us to 
advantage (one and two-cent denominations preferred).

These charming, graceful flowers have had a great revival of popularity in the last 
few years, and are now prime favorites for early blooming in the garden, and are largely 
forced by florists for winter flowers. They are bright and hardy (except the Polyanthus 
sorts), and nearly all are most deliciously fragrant; no flower better deserves its popular¬ 
ity. Of easy culture, they are equally satisfactory for potting and for the open bed and 
borders, where their rush-like glaucous foliage and white and yellow flowers are very 
much admired. For their cultivation the soil should be well loosened, so that the roots 
have perfect freedom in their growth. The planting of bulbs should be deep, and about 
five to ten inches apart. 

After the foliage dies down in the summer, the bulbs should be lifted and replanted 
in September or October in a different place in the garden ; in this way they will thrive and 
increase from year to year. Everyone should have at least a few of these charming plants. 

For house culture, plant several bulbs togther in a pot and keep in a cool room, 
give plenty of light and water, and they will bloom from February to April. The 
Polyanthus varieties are earliest, and best adapted to house culture, but all will do well 
in pots If not kept too warm and forced too rapidly.

For pot culture, set the pips in well-drained 
pots or flats having the bottoms covered with a layer of fibrous moss or peat, then fill them with sandy soil, slightly 
mixed with moss. This will hold the moisture, which is essential to success. Cover the pips to the depth of half 
an inch, set away in a dark room or cellar, where a uniform temperature of about 70 degrees can be maintained. 

Leave there for ten days or two weeks, and keep well watered, always using lukewarm water, so as not to chill the 
roots. then bring into the light and set in a warm place. In a few weeks the whole will be a mass of flowers. By 
repeating this process at intervals, a constant succession of bloom is maintained throughout the winter. Water should 
never be syringed on the flowers when in bloom, as it will spoil them. Success in forcing depends largely upon the 
quality of the pips. Many of them on the market will not produce good blooms. For many years we have enjoyed an enviable

ELLIOTT’S SUPERIOR MUSHROOM SPAWN 

Ten pounds will spawn about ten feet square 



Mushroom beds maybe made in a warm dry cellar 
or in any building where the frost does not penetrate, 
and in the open air during the summer and fall months* 

Having procured the spawn, the next tiling to be 
attended to is to make preparations for the beds. About 
a fortnight or three weeks before the beds are to be 
made, collect a quantity of fresh horse manure without 
the straw; place it in a heap under cover, and as it 
heats keep turning it over once or twice a week, until 
the llery heat has been exhausted which will require 
from ten to fourteen days’ time. When the manure is 
in a condition to be made up, lay out your bed accord¬ 
ing to your requirements, say 3 feet wide, 10 feet long, 
and from 2 to 3 feet deep ; beat it well down with the 
back of the spade as the process of building goes on. 

When the bed has been made some time, say a week or 
thereabouts, and the heat sufficiently declined to a 
temperature of 05 or 75 degrees, the spawn may be put 
into it. Break the Spawn in pieces 2 inches square, 
and put them 0 inches apart, all over the bed, then cover 
the bed with 2 inches of rich soil, the stronger the 
better, but of a loamy quality, beating it down firmly 
with a spade. The soil used for this purpose should be 
in a pliable condition, and not too wet or over dry. 

Cover the bed with a foot of dried straw or hay; examine 
once a week to see if the manure is not heated while in 
this condition; if so it will destroy the Spawn, which 
will require spawning a second time. If everything 
goes on well you may expect mushrooms in about five 
or six weeks. When the soil looks dry, give it a 
gentle watering with tepid water, using a rose on the watering 
pot. If the beds are made out of doors, protect them from 
rain by covering them with shutters or sashes. Good crops of 
mushrooms can be obtained by spawning the hot-beds in spring. 
They can also be raised in pots, boxes, or, in fact, in anything 
capable of keeping the materials together, and placed in a cellar, 
closet, greenhouse or grapery.
